My own preference would have

NEW YORK (AP) - "Justice 


in America," CBS' three-part 
series on the nation's current 
concern about law, order and 
legal rights, concluded Tuesday 
night by looking at crime and 
the courts. 


No subject so huge and com- 


plex can be examined closely in 
60 minutes. The program said 
an estimated 10 million serious 
crimes were committed last 
year although only about half 
were reported and fewer than 
one-tenth of those reached the 
courtroom. 


The program 
handled 
the 


subject in just about the only 
possible way: by concentrating 
on conditions in one city—Den- 
ver—and applying facts, opin- 
ions and theories to the rest of 
the country. 


It was a distressingly famil- 


iar story—at least half of the 
serious criminal offenders are 
18 or younger and involved in 
everything from shoplifting to 
armed robbery; nervous and 
angered citizens demand stric- 
ter law enforcement; 
courts 


are reluctant to send young 
first offenders to correctional 
institutions; courts and proba- 
tion departments 
are 
over- 


burdened. 


While most of the program 


was a recital of the dilemma, 
there were some constructive 
suggestions. One Denver judge 
holds great hope for a system 
of volunteer probation officers, 
unpaid business and 
profes- 


sional men and 
housewives, 


each with a single youthful of- 
fender upon whom to concen- 
trate. Among the 5,000 who 
have reported to the 1,000 vol-

unteers, the rate of recidivism 
has been cut in half. For the 
rest, remedies outlined in the 
program 
included 
more 
ef- 


ficient courts, beefed up police 
and probation departments bet- 
ter control of drugs and addic- 
tion and, of course, more mon- 
ey.

primarily concerned with the 
problems of the offenders, and 
almost totally ignored the prob- 
lems of victims and potential 
victims.

While Whitney Young devoted 
his energies toward jobs and 
housing for blacks, his succes- 
sor as executive director of the 
National 
Urban league has 


used 
his talents 
to involve 


blacks in politics. 


"There is taking place in the 


South a metamorphosis in 
black leadership," Vernon E. 
Jordan said in 1970 shortly aft- 
er he left his post as director of 
the Atlanta-headquartered Vot- 
er Education Project to become 
executive director of the United 
Negro College Fund. 


Jordan, 35, was appointed 


Tuesday as the successor to 
Young, who drowned March 11 
while swimming at Lagos, Ni- 
geria. 


In accepting the post, Jordan 


said that while there appears to 
be an indifference to blacks on 
the part of the Nixon adminis- 
tration, he hoped as a lawyer to 
carry the case for black equal- 
ity to Washington "and not only 
be heard, but get results." 


Asked how his program as 


executive director of the league 
might differ from Young's, Jor- 
dan responded with praise for 
his predecessor, then added: 
"My approach will be my ap- 
proach; whether that will be in- 
terpreted as radical, moderate 
or conservative will not be for 
me to decide." 


Jordan said he would not 


take over his Urban League 
duties until the end of the year, 
so he could fulfill 
a com- 


mitment to lead a campaign to 
raise $10 million for the college 
fund. 


Jordan, who headed the black 


voter drive from 1962 until 1969, 
was a leader in obtaining funds 
from 
private foundations to 


help 
finance 
registration 
of 


black voters in the South. 


Jordan's black voter drive 


left 
a firm 
and 
permanent 


imprint on the South. 


An analysis of the 1966 elec- 


tions in 11 Southern states 
showed that 20 blacks were 
elected to state legislature that 
year—an increase of nine. 


By 1970, nearly 3.2 million 


Negroes were registered voters 
in the states of the old Con- 
federacy. Ten years before, 1.5 
million blacks were registered. 


The impact of black political 


power, says the 6-foot-4, 230- 
pound Jordan, will be "our 
most effective and respected 
weapon." 


Born in Atlanta on Aug. 15, 


1935, 
Jordan completed his high 


school education in Atlanta and 
earned degrees from DePauw 
University and the Howard Uni- 
versity School of Law. 


As a civil rights leader, he 


has also served as Georgia 
field director for the National 
Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People. 


He has held fellowships at

Today's hand can be bid 


to four, six or even seven 
hearts by almost any bid- 
ding system. You underbid if 
you stop at game. You over- 
bid if you get to seven. Good 
bidding gets you to six. 


The bidding in the box 


shows one way to get to the 
small slam. North has a big 
hand and responds two clubs. 
South's two diamonds is the 
correct rebid and North's 
jump to three hearts shows 
three-card support. 


South signs off at 
four 


hearts but North bids four 
s p a d e s . South Blackwoods 
his way to six while show- 
ing a willingness to get to 
seven. 


There are as many ways 


to play the slam as there are 
ways to bid it, but South 
bases his play on that king 
of spades opening. He wins 
in d u m m y , comes to his 
hand with the trump ace 
and leads his last spade. 


West is in with the queen 


and will lead the nine spot 
back. South must avoid this 
trap by playing low and ruff- 
ing in his hand. Then he 
plays the ace of diamonds, 
ruffs a d i a m o n d , cashes 
dummy's trump queen but he 
doesn't 
overtake 
because 


trumps might break 4-1. He 
then comes to his hand with 
the queen of clubs, draws 
trumps and gets rid of his 
last two diamonds on a high 
club and the jack of spades.

But what if the other party, 


perhaps weeks or months after- 
ward, 
insists that your 
letter 


never arrived? If it came to a 
showdown in court, how would 
you stand? 


Fortunately, the law offers you 


a helping hand in the form of a 
"presumption." That is, the law 
will presume that the letter did 
arrive, provided you had the cor- 
rect amount of postage and the 
correct 
address. As one 
court 


explained: 


"It is a presumption founded 


on the probability that (postal 
employees) will do their duty." 


Furthermore, you may get the 


benefit of the presumption even 
if the letter was not placed di- 
rectly into a mailbox. One court 
applied the presumption to a let- 
ter handed to a mailman (while 
on duly). Anolher court applied 
it to a letter dropped into the 
mail chute of an office building. 


However, there are limits. The 


presumption was denied when a 
man simply left some mail in an 
open lobby, in the expectation 
that the mailman would eventual- 
ly pick it up. 


Furthermore, 
like most pre- 


sumptions, this one is subject to 
being defeated if there is suffi- 
cient evidence against it. 


In one case, 
an embattled 


debtor claimed to have mailed an 
important legal notice to the of- 
fice of his creditors. But in a 
court hearing, both partners in 
the firm took the witness stand 
and solemnly swore that the no- 
tice had never been received. 


Then 
their bookkeeper took 


the stand and swore the same 
thing. 


This testimony was enough to 


convince the court thai the letter 
had indeed tailed to reach Us 
destination. It was more hkeK, 
->aid the court, either that 
the 


debtor had neglected to put it in 
the mail or that the post office 
had—for once—neglected to do 
Us diit>.

Most of 
us would appreciate a source 
of answers for some of life's 
tougher 
questions. 
Some- 


thing like: "How much life 
insurance is enough?" 


In today's world, we have 


to devise our own answers, 
so we look around for a clue. 
One of the more ancient is 
something like: "Five times 
your annual income,": .You 
don't have to be very exper- 
ienced to know that this cer- 
tainly won't fit everybody. 


But there is a formula that 


may work for you, simply 
because it includes a number 
of variables that can be ad- 
justed to your own circum- 
stances. It's called the "CRE 
60-40-60." Here's how it 
works: 


The first l e t t e r , "C," 


stands for cash for immedi- 
ate needs—burial costs, mi- 
nor debts, and the like. When 
you're figuring this amount, 
remember that Social Secur- 
ity will probably provide $255 
for this purpose. And most 
veterans are eligible for an- 
other $250. 


The "R" stands for "re- 


adjustment money, funds to 
keep the family going until 
they can make long-range 
plans. This will be hard to 
figure, but three or four 
months salary is not unrea- 
sonable. 


The "E" is for an educa- 


tional fund for the children, 
and this is where the going 
gets tough. It depends on the 
costs of higher education at 
some future date. 


You'll just have to guess, 


based on the fact that it 
takes some $16,000 right now 
to put a kid through font- 
years at many schools. 


The remaining figures, 60- 


40-60, are 
percentages 
of 


your current income. For ex- 
ample: 


It's assumed that a family 


will be able to live on three- 
fifths of the husband's cur- 
rent income as the children 
mature. This 60 per cent 
needn't all come from in- 
surance, however. 


In a family now earning 


$850 a month, a wife and two 
minor children could quality 
for Social Security payments 
of about $345 per month if 
the husband dies at 45 Any 
SS office can provide a table 
that will show how much 
your family could expect. 


The 40 per cent figure ap- 


plies to a lifetime income tor 
the widow. This is. rated at 
two-fifths of the husband's 
current pa> . Remember that 
Social Security payments to 
her wiil stup when the young- 
est child reaches the age of 
18. and she won't be eligible 
for

m u r e untiT .she
